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INTRODUCTION 


This checklist is intended primarily as a complete record of the crime fiction 
(detective, mystery and thriller) and science fiction published by T.V. Boardman. 

A total of 679 crime novels and author short story collections are listed under 211 
different bylines along with 18 science fiction titles under 15 bylines. In addition there are a 
number of anthologies, works of general fiction and a few books by related publishers. 


MAIN AUTHOR/TITLE SEQUENCE 


In the first part of the bibliography the books are listed alphabetically by byline 
(author) or editor and then in order of publication in Great Britain. 


The following information is included: 


BYLINE: The author's byline (as it appears on the title page) is given in bold. 
TOTALS: The two figures to the right of the byline indicate for that byline: 

no. of Boardman crime hardback books / total no. of British crime hardback books 
NAME: The author's real name, dates of birth and death, and nationality in italics. 
DATE: The date given in the left hand column is the date of publication of the book. 


This may or may not agree with the date given in the book. A further date given 
just to the right of the title is that given in the book. 


TITLE: The title of the book (as it appears on the title page). 
SS: indicates a collection of short stories (sometimes with number in collection). 
US(?US): Indicates that a book was (or may have been) previously published in America. A 


further title in italics indicates the American edition had a different title 
RIGHT HAND COLUMNS 


1 SERIES AND NUMBER: See Contents Page (opposite) for abbreviations used 


2 PAGE COUNT: Total number of pages (excluding additional endpapers) 
3 PRICE: Original British price on publication 
4 VALUATION: For near Fine copy in near Fine dustwrapper (where required) 
Books in poorer condition will normally command prices less than half that quoted 


Books which were reprinted by Boardman are added in brackets [ ] after the main entry 


SERIES SEQUENCES 

In the second part of the bibliography the books are listed sequentially by series 
(see contents page opposite). In the hardback sequences the right hand columns record, page count, 
original price and date of publication. In the paperback sequences the details given are edition 
status, date of publication, page count, printer (given in abbreviated form), original price, cover 
artist or colour in brackets and genre.

The bibliographical information in the lists is frequently derived from secondary 
sources often The English Catalogue of Books and Whitakers Cumulative Booklist. 

Biographical information is mostly derived from Allen J. Hubin's 'Crime Fiction:

FOREWORD 

T.V. Boardman & Co Ltd were based at 14 Cockspur Street, London SW1 from mid-1942 
until the mid fifties when a change of management was accompanied by a move to 37 Hertford Street, 
London W1. Here they remained until closure in late 1967. 

Boardman specialised from the start in publishing crime and mystery fiction most of 
which was first published in America. The earliest publications were a paperback series TVB Books 
which first appeared in July 1942. The first forty or so, mostly unnumbered, titles had plain 
designed covers in various colours but thereafter the books were numbered and issued with eye- 
catching pictorial covers mostly the work of Denis McLoughlin. Extending eventually to 182 titles, 
the last title in the series appeared in January 1956. Most of the paperbacks published up to 1950 
are first British editions but thereafter the majority of the books are reprints of Boardman's 
hardback line. Boardman also issued TVB Red Arrow Books which were divided up into sub-series of 
Crime, Mystery, Romance and Westerns. 

The first crime hardback was dated 1943 but apparently published in the following 
January and in the next seven years just over thirty other crime hardbacks appeared. However it was 
in May 1950 with the launch of Bloodhound Books that Boardman really took off. The first 38 titles 
were not numbered but from 39 onwards (40 is not known) [NOW SEE NEW NOTES] every Bloodhound title 
was numbered (except for four specials) until in July 1966 the series had reached 533. Thirteen 
titles issued in 1966 and 1967 were unnumbered as were a further three Bloodhound books published 
by Macdonald. 

In 1957 a new series of paperback Bloodhound Books appeared, the numeration 
continuing that of TVB Books with the addition of a prefix W1, but only eight titles appeared and 
were presumably not a great success. 

The inclusion of science fiction titles in the Boardman list was due to the 
influence of Tom Boardman, junior. Born in 1930 in New York State, Thomas Volney Boardman, was 
educated in England, America and Argentina. He worked for the family firm from 1949 to 1951, but 
then returned to America to join the army. In 1954 he rejoined the firm and became the managing 
director. When Boardman folded he became an SF adviser to Gollancz, Four Square, Macdonald and New 
English Library also editing a number of Science Fiction anthologies between 1964 and 1968. 

Quite a large number of new paperback publishing houses appeared during the war and 
in that period afterwards when paper was still rationed. Many had folded by 1960 and most of the 
more successful firms, such as Pan, Corgi and Panther remained and still do remain primarily 
paperback publishers. Boardman's early success undoubtedly stemmed from their strong brand-image 
enormously enhanced by the brilliance and consistency of McLoughlin's cover art and the strong 
editorial control ensuring only the best of American crime stories appeared. Their transition to 
hardback publishing, undoubtedly with the expanding public lending library market in mind, ensured 
their survival through the late fifties and sixties. 

Amongst the two hundred or so authors published by Boardman, a number stand out 
either by the quality or the quantity of their books. Eighteen authors had ten or more crime books 
published. Of the Americans, Henry Kane was the most prolific with 36 books, followed by Fredric 
Brown (22), perhaps the most highly collected Boardman author who also had two sf Boardman titles, 
Thomas B. Dewey (21), William Campbell Gault (20), Ed McBain (15), these last two also much sought 
after, Lionel White (15), David Alexander (14), Hugh Pentecost (14), Christopher Hale (13), Ed Lacy 
(12), Theodora Du Bois (11), James McKimmey (11), Jack Webb (11), M.E. Chaber (10), and Harold Q. 
Masur (10). Of the British authors only three had ten or more books published by Boardman: John 
Boland (13), Pete Fry (11), and Eric Bruton 
(10).

DENIS McLOUGHLIN: A NOTE 


Denis McLoughlin was born in Bolton, Lancashire on 15th April 1918 and educated at 
Dearden's and Sunninghill schools; in 1932 he won a scholarship to the Bolton School of Art. 
Afterwards he worked for the Ward and Copley Studio in Manchester on mail-order catalogues; his 
first artwork appeared in John Noble's Sixit Club Catalogue (1934). Four years later his first 
comic artwork appeared on the covers of imported American Sunday Supplements. Called up during the 
war, McLoughlin served in the Royal Artillery as a gunner. Much of his time was taken up by 
painting humorous and girlie murals in the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich as well as supplying 
illustrations for various magazines. In 1945 Kangaroo Books published three cartoon books as by 
David McLoughlin: LAUGHTER FOR THE HOME FRONT (May 1945 48p.); NEW LAUGHS FOR OLD (1945); and 
LAUGHTER PARADE (Dec 1945 32p.). The following year Kangaroo published seven of his comic strips in 
Lightning Comics including one hero "Speed Carson" which anticipated his more famous creation "Roy 
Carson" by two years. 

McLoughlin's earliest known paperback cover is for Charmian Edwards' NO COFFINS IN 
CHINA Chosen Books (March 1942). This was followed by James Spenser's CRIME AGAINST SOCIETY which 
was published by Chosen Books in August 1942. Francis Hertzberg in his privately published D. 
McLOUGHLIN: A STUDY (1977) (the source of much of the information in this article) suggests that 
McLoughlin's first book cover was in 1943 for a Boardman edition of Frank Gruber's NAVY COLT. In 
fact the hardback edition of this title was published by Nicholson & Watson in August 1942 and so 
may be the book referred to. (Nicholson & Watson published a paperback edition in April 1949, dated 
1948, but with a cover by Reginald Mills). Nicholson & Watson also published, in November 1942, Ira 
Jones's biography of Major "Mick" Mannock KING OF AIR FIGHTERS with cover art featuring an RAF 
fighter bi-plane signed in capitals D.M.L. MCLOUGHLIN. McLoughlin did a paperback cover for 
Boardman in 1945, Basil Tover's ROVING RECOLLECTIONS, but his main association with them started in 
1947 when he started designing covers for the paperback series TVB books and for their hardback 
crime books which were soon to become the long-running Bloodhound Books series. In all McLoughlin 
must have been responsible for around 700 hardback and paperback Boardman covers as well as a two 
foot high balsa and plaster promotional bloodhound. 

McLoughlin also drew for the Boardman series of threepenny comics which were 
published from 1948 in two-colour (green and orange) photogravure and featured McLoughlin's new 
characters, secret agent "Roy Carson" and space hero "Swift Morgan". A third comic featured 
"Buffalo Bill" which originally reprinted the european strips of Lennart with new title pages by 
McLoughlin but later featured new strips by McLoughlin and sometimes text by his brother Colin. The 
first series of these three comics came to an end in November 1951. A second series was published 
from January 1953 to 1954 but only extended to six issues. 

As well as comics Boardman issued a number of annuals. BUFFALO BILL ANNUAL ran to 
thirteen issues from 1949-1961 and was crammed full of McLoughlin material whilst other annuals 
such as AJAX ADVENTURE, ADVENTURE, and OKAY ANNUAL OF ADVENTURE had covers and included stories by 
him. 

Boardman also produced Bloodhound Detective Magazine and British editions of 
several American comics such as Western Stories and Cosmic Science Stories, many of these had 
illustrations or covers by McLoughlin. 

When Boardman folded in 1967 McLoughlin worked for IPC. His most popular strips 
were "Saber, King of the Jungle" and "Big Hit Swift" which both appeared in Tiger and "Fury's 
Family" in Thunder and Lion. In 1973 Doubleday published McLoughlin's ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF THE WILD 
WEST. Subsequently he wrote and illustrated five children's books for Dean, three of them featuring 
"Derek the Tortoise", and wrote a sixth book illustrated by another artist. He then joined D.C. 
Thomson for whom he has drawn large numbers of war and adventure stories over the last seventeen 


years.
